30...The Elba Rescue Squad recently 
took delivery of a new $45,000 
vehicle and rescue squad captain 
Sonny Inman reports that the Elba 
Rescue Squad is now as well 
equipped as any in the state. With 
the addition of the new vehicle, the 
local squad now has three opera- 
tional vehicles and an equipment 
truck.

plants. 

Azaleas - Although most people 
associate azaleas with spring, these 
plants bloom in many florist shops 
during the Christmas season. Some 
varieties are even suitable for 
planting outdoors. To keep azaleas 
blooming, set the pot in a saucer that 
has water in it at all times. Put plants 
in indirect sunlight. Plant hardy 
varieties outdoors after they stop 
blooming. Azaleas will remain in 
bloom from mid-winter until early 
spring if they are kept in a location 
where they have diffused sunlight 
and temperatures of 55-60 degrees 
and if they are watered frequently. 
Grow them in this cool, bright 


of the most popular Christmas 
holiday plants. Although red 
poinsettias are the most common, 
pink and white ones are available 
also. The newer varieties are 
extremely long-lasting and should 
stay pretty long after New Year's 
Day. 

How often and how much to 
water a poinsettia varies from one 
location to another depending on 
temperature and light. Generally, 
plants should be watered lightly once 
or twice a week rather than heavily at 
one time. Don't place the plant in a 
draft. Indirect natural light will 
prevent premature leaf drop.

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Here it is - already Jan. 1, 1987, 
and time for a few facts about the 
month of January. 

January, the first month of the 
year, is named for Janus, a Roman 
god. According to legend, Numa 
Pompilius added January and 
February to the end of the 10-month 
Roman calendar, about 700 B.C. He 
gave the month 30 days. In 46 B.C., 
Julius Caesar added a day and made 
January the first month. 

The Norsemen named the month 
for Thor, their god of thunder and 
storms. The Anglo-Saxons called it 
*‘Wolfmonth’’ because wolves came 
into the villages in winter in search 
of food. 

In the northern half of the world, 
January is usually the coldest month 
of the year. In the southern half of 
the world, January is usually the 
warmest month of the year. 

Christian countries celebrate 
January 1 as New Year's Day. On 
January 6, the 12th day and night 
after Christmas, Roman Catholic, 
Episcopal, Eastern Orthodox, and 
other Christian churches celebrate 
‘Epiphany "’ (the coming of the Wise 
Men). 

The snowdrop is the special 
flower for the month, often blooming 
in the snow. Some persons consider 
the carnation the special flower. The 
garnet is the January gem. 


January 1, 1987, the very first 
day in the very first week in our 
brand new year - belongs to Mr. 
Wilbur Miles Grimes, who is our 
‘Very Special Person"’ for this week. 

Mr. Wilbur just celebrated his 
93rd birthday Dec. 25, having been 
born in the’year 1894. So, a special 
Happy Birthday Mr. Wilbur! 

His daughter, Mrs. Vera Key of 
New Brockton, with whom we talked, 
has many beautiful memories of her 
parents; and we are indebted to her 
for so. kindly sharing them with us. In 
fact, she is an absolute wealth of 
information and warm, loving 
memories. 

She describes her father as being 
6'3"' tall, and at one time gaining to 
over 300 pounds and wearing a size 
182 shirt and SO overalls. He had 
curly black hair, brown eyes and a 
thin. black mustache, with a 
rosy-cheeked complexion.”’ 

She added, ‘‘My daddy was a 
good-looking fellow. He was of 
Indian/Irish blood.’’ 

Vera tells us that her father was 
born in Baldwin County, somewhere 


‘in the vicinity of Pensacola and 


Robertsdale, in the Whitewater 
Creek Community. 

He was the son of Rob and Sallv 
Boynton Grimes. An interesting fact 
about Miss Sally -- Vera told us she 
was 7'2"' tall. 

Mr. Wilbur had one brother Rob, 
now deceased, who lived close to 
Cantonment, Fla., with his wife, 
Eva. At the time of his death, he was 
residing in Pensacola, Fla., in a 
nursing home. 

His father died and Miss Sally 
married Jim Jones, and they had 
three children. They are: 

Charlie, who lives in Molina, 
Fla., with his wife, the former Linda 
Penton. Charlie also inherited Miss 
Sally's height, being around 7’ tall 
himself. He is a retired prison guard 
and Linda is a homemaker. 

Etta, now deceased, who was 
married to the late Auss Givens, and 
who was residing in Seminole, Ala. 
at the time of her death. 

An infant brother, who died from 
diphtheria. 

On August 3, 1923, Mr. Wilbur 
married Miss Bessie Louise Clark. 
She was born April 13, 1900, in 
Brantley, a community located in the 
Atmore - Bay Minette area, one of 13 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. J.C. 
Clark. Mrs. Clark was the former 
Annie Menchew, who was of 
Dutch/Irish extraction. 

Mr. J.C.’s mother (Miss Bessie's 
paternal grandmother) was a full- 
blooded Cherokee Indian. Mr. Clark 
had an unusual job - or so it seemed 
to me - he worked with a Mr. Jordan 
at Philip Pine where he was a 
“Turpentine dipper’ and when I 
asked Vera to explain what that was, 
here is what she said: 

“They'd chip the bark off pine 
trees and attach cups, which they'd 
leave for days under the cut, to catch 
the dripping turpentine, and my 
granddaddy would dip the turpen- 
tine out of the buckets and pour it 
into barrels and collect it. There was 
a turpentine still in Atmore and 
they'd come pick up the barrels of 
turpentine and turn it into resin. You 
could just take some of that resin and 
put it in your fireplace and have a 
good, hos fire in just seconds."’ 

I hope I've described the steps of 
“turpentine dipping” fairly 
accurately. When | was talking with 
Vera on the phone, | was sneezing, 
sniffing and coughing, so between 
coughs I hope | got it down right! I’m 
sure lots of your older folks will know 
the correct procedure and have 
probably done the same thing. 

The 12 siblings of Miss Bessie 
are: 
Viola, Ike, Sadie, Raymond, Joel, 
Ed, Gordon, and an infant brother, 
all of whom are deceased; and Katie, 
Evelyne, Mary Ola and Leonard, 
who are still living. 

Vera remembers her mother as 
‘short and stout with black hair and 
brown eyes. She was pretty."’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Grimes celebrated 
62 years of marriage. Isn't that 
wonderful? 

Miss Bessie passed away April 4, 
1986. She was a resident of the Elba 
Nursing Home at the time of her 
death

They had three children: Annie 
Mae Bird, who resides in Mattoon, 
Ill., with her husband Lloyd. She is 
the mother of 10 children. At one 
time she worked in a broom factory. 

The father of eight of her children 
was Lesley Ard, now deceased. 
They are: Jimmy Ard, Mattoon, IIl.; 
Jackie Ann Lawhorne, who resided 
in Mount Rose, Ill., until her death; 
Howard Eugene ‘‘Pete”’ Ard, 
Mattoon, Ill.; Mark Ard, Gay, Ill; 
Richard Ard, Mattoon, Ill.; Joyce 
Ann, Arizona; Dianne Bloodsworth, 
New Brockton; and Ricky, who died 
at the age of two months. 

The father of the other two 
children was Ben Van Scyoc, now 
deceased. They are: Willy Van 
Scyoc, Mattoon, Ill.; and Baby Von 
Scyoc, who was stillborn. 

Wilburn Miles Grimes Jr., who is 
called “‘Jr.,"° and who is handi- 
capped. He resides in Mattoon, Ill.; 
and is unmarried. 

The aforementioned Vera Key 
who resides in New Brockton with 
her husband Stanley W. Miss Vera 
does housekeeping work and Mr. 
Key is a retired painter. They are the 
parents of three sons: 

Bruce, whois married to Angie, a 
Georgia native. He is in the Army 
and stationed at Ft. Hood, Texas. 

Stanley Jr., who is married to the 
former Tammy Strickland of Enter- 
prise. They make their home in 
Enterprise. 

Samuel, who lives in New 
Brockton with his wife Melissa. He is 
the father of two children: Timothy 
and Angel. 

The grandchildren and _ great- 
grandchildren lovingly call Mr. 
Wilbur “Grandpa Bill,” 
“Granddaddy,” and “‘Grandpa.”’ 

Miss Vera said Mr. Wilbur was a 
member of the First Assembly of 
God Church in Bay Minette. 

Among some of the beautiful 
things she said about her father, and 
I quote, are: 

**My daddy was a loving, playful 
man. He was a good daddy. | hada 
smart daddy - some of the jobs he 
held were with the WPA in 1932; he 
worked in the potato shed in 
Robertsdale, loading and grading 
potatoes there; he worked for Mr. 
Baldwin unloading coal; he hauled 
sawwood -- he and Mama would cord 
wood, saw wood and haul it. They 
used to pull corn, Mama took in 
washing and ironing. My parents 
worked hard!”’ 

She also shared with us, *‘Daddy 
was the one who disciplined us 
children -- he made us mind! He sure 
wouldn't allow us to sass an older 
person and we were always taught to 
say ‘‘sir’’ and ‘‘ma‘am"’ to our 
elders. They'd whip us, but they 
never failed to tell us why they did it, 
and then they'd always pick us up in 
their arms and tell us they loved us! 

‘Daddy would never let us take 
anything that wasn't ours, 

‘We appreciate those whippings 
now!"’ 

She recalls her daddy telling her 
that when he was a little boy, his 
parents worked for the wood camps 
and they lived in a box car. His 
mother (Sally) cooked for all the men 
who cut the wood, and Mr. Wilbur 
stood on a wooden box and washed 
the dishes. It was also his job to 
gather the firewood and water for the 
camp. 

Vera said some of her sweetest 
and fondest memories of her daddy 
were ''When I would be down and 
out and I'd ask Daddy to play the 
harp for me, a song like ‘'Little Red 
Wing,"’ and he'd play it and I'd feel 
so much better; it would lift me up so 
much! He'd play and play, other 
songs such as “‘I'll Fly Away,"’ and 
‘Just Over in the Glory Land.’ There 
was another song that Jr. would beg 
him to play and every time he played 
it, Jr. would cry, it was so sad! The 
name of it was ‘May I Sleep in Your 
Barn Tonight, Mister?’ 

He used to be able to talk my. 
young'‘uns to sleep, and I'd goin the 
room and lie across the bed and 
before you knew it, I'd be asleep too! 
You know, he'd just be talking about 
old times and when he was a boy, 
about when he was working on the 
WPA and he'd tote an apple and an 
orange all day to wait and divide it 
with Mama when he got home. 

“I remember Mama and Daddy 
walking as far as five miles to 
church, and I was just a little bitty 
thing, and Mama would fix me a 
pallet on the church floor and I'd 


sleep, and after church Daddy would 
tell me, ‘‘Put your feet in my pockets 
(of his overalls) and I'll tote you 
(piggy back) back home,’ and he'd 
do it too!" 

A funny story she told was the 
time Annie Mae and Jr. persuaded 
her to try smoking a cigar with them, 
and all three got caught and were 
punished accordingly -- they had to 
smoke several cigars until they were 
sick and gasping for air! 

Some favorites of Mr. Wilbur's 
are ‘the rose,"’ the color ‘'blue,” 
“spring and fall,’’ ‘*Christmas;"’ 
and ‘“‘give him some good ole 
blackeyed peas, hog jowls, turnip 
greens, collards, cornbread and 
milk, and sweet potato custard."’ 

He “‘loved to garden -- he grew 
-collards bigger than a No, 2 wash 
tub, cabbage, corn, peas, onions, 
peppers, sweet potatoes. He liked a 
clean yard - didn’t want a sprig of 
grass in it; he'd hoe it up! 

‘At one time he liked to fish. He 
liked to listen to the Grand Ole Opry 
on radio. He liked good music - he 
played the mouth harp and Jew's 
harp and the accordion.”’ 

In summation, we asked Miss 
Vera to describe her father, and she 
replied, ‘‘He was a gentle person 
who was free-hearted -- he liked to 
help other people if they were in 
need. Every Sunday, he went to 
church with Mama and took us 
children. One time he and Mama 
went a whole year to church without 
missing a Sunday morning or night, 
and they were given a calendar. He 
was a patient man until he got mad! 
When he spoke, we listened! But 
whatever we wanted, if Daddy was 
able, he got it for us!"’ 

She added, *‘My mama was a 
good, honest, hard-working 
Christian woman. | remember her 
telling me: ‘*Always‘look up - never 
look down!"’ Good advice, | might 
add. 

We surely hope you have enjoyed 
meeting this interesting gentleman, 
Mr. Wilbur Grimes, as much as we 
have!

state that the levee itself was now 
threatened.
